MRS. VOSBURG AND MR. KINIMAN 
BROUGHT BACK. 


‘Both Are in the County Jail Charged 


~ With” Embezzslement—Kiniman’s 
Young Wife. in San Frames is 


Detective George Insley returned 
from Oakland yesterday with two pris- 
oners, Mrs. A. T. Vosburgh and Charles 
P. Kiniman, both charged. with em- 
bezzlement. They were arraigned be- 
fore Justice Morrison and had their ex- 
amination set for September 19 at 9:30 
A. m., pending which the court commit- 
ted them to the County Jail in default 
of $1500 bail each. 


Mrs. Vosburgh and Kiniman are the 
couple who started the Chamber of 
Commerce restaurant at the corner of 
Fourth street and Broadway, some 
time ago, on borrowed money, and 
afterward levanted, it is alleged, with- 
out repaying the loan. The money, 
$500, was borrowed from the Union Loan 
and Trust Company. The loan was se- 
cured, it is stated, by Eastern property, 
sale of which was pending and from 
the proceeds of which the loan was to 
be repaid. But it is charged that Mrs. 
Vosburgh pocketed the money received 
from the sale of the property, then 
packed up her effects and, in company 
with Kiniman, went to pastures new. 
They left here September 5. 
Detective Insley, who was employed 
by the Loan and Trust Company to 
find out where they went and bring 
them ‘back, learned that Mrs. Vosburg 
shipped her goods in the name of C. A. 
Blanchard to C. A. Blanchard, Oak- 
land. He notified his San Francisco 
agent to watch the goods when they 
arrived. This was done and it. was 
noticed that they were taken to a lodg- 
ing-house at Tenth and Clay streets, 
Oakland, where Mrs. Vosburgh and 
Kiniman had taken rooms. This was 
reported to Mr. Insley and he tele- 
graphed his agent to arrest them. Mr. 
Insley left on the next train to bring 
back the prisoners. 
Before he arrived a writ of habeas 
corpus had been applied for, but Insley 
got there before it was returnable. He 
got his prisoners all right, but could 
not find the money they were alleged 
to have embezzled. When Mrs. Vos- 
burgh was searched by the Oakland 
police only a few. dollars. were found 
on her person. But while in custody 
she succeeded in smuggling a certifi- 
eate of deposit for $700 into the pocket 
of her brother-in-law, Henry Vosburgh. 
Mr. Insley found this out and tried to 
make the old man disgorge, but he 
refused to do so. A lawyer whom Mrs. 
Vosburgh had employed, however, suc- 
ceeded in getting the certificate from 
the old man, and the lawyer turned 
it over to a third man to have it cashed. 

This was on Sunday evening and Mr. 
Insley had to leave for Los Angeles 
with his prisoners Mondey morning. 
Still bent on getting the money, he in- 
structed his San Francisco representa- 
tive, Detective Curtin, to watch the 
bank where the money was deposited 
and when the certificate was presented 
and the cash laid on the counter, he 
should seize it. If the payee objected 
he was to arrest him; if not, he should 
give him a receipt for the amount. 
Detective Curtin did as instructed and 
got the money, which will be forwarded 
to Mr. Insley to satisfy the claim 
against Mrs. Vosburgh. — 

Detective Insley believes Kiniman 


rived no benefit from the money al- 
leged to have been fraudulently ob- 
tained. His only offense appears to be 
consorting with Mrs. Vosburgh, who 
is considerably his senior and a widow, 
whereas Kiniman has an estimable 
young wife in San Francisco. Kiniman 
himself has always borne a good name. 
He is a good-looking man, not much 
over 30 years of age, a painter by 
trade, and is reputed to be sober and 
industrious. He came to Los Angeles 
looking for work and formed the part- 
nership with Mrs. Vosburgh which has 
brought him into disgrace. Mr. Insley 
says Kiniman’s wife told him this is 
the first time her husband ever went 
wrong and she is willing to forgive him 
And give him a chance to redeem him- 
self. When arrested in Oakland he was 
painting a house, having pawned his 
guitar for money to buy the brushes, 
which is evidence that Mrs. Vosburgh 


: did not supply him liberally with cash. 


Mrs. Vosburgh exonerates Kiniman 
from blame in the matter, saying she 
is solely responsible for the entire 
‘transaction. When arraigned before 
Justice Morrison, she gave notice that 
ane: would be her own lawyer. 


Relt's Trial Begun. 

The trial of H. B. Belt for petty 
larceny was commenced in Justice Mor- 
rison’s court yesterday. Evidence for 
the prosecution was completed and à 
recess was then taken till September 19 
at 2 p.m. The watch which Belt is 
charged with having stolen was in evi- 
dence.

Mr. Belt will show that 
he was given the watch as security for 
a loan of $5, which has not been repaid 
by the complaining witness.

FRESNO, Sept. 17.—Police Officers 
Matheson and Cufield today commenced 
an action for damages in the sum of 
$3000 against T. P. Kong, a Chinese 
merchant, for malicious prosecution.

The officers 
were acquitted, and are now bringing 
an action for damages.
